how to grow it in a practical way on its own 
roots. We have discovered how to do this suc- 
cessfully. Before we were able to do this we 
never had any success with French Lilacs in the 
Minnesota climate. We have never had any 
trouble with our French Lilacs dying out since. 
A French Lilac must be on its own root to do 
well in a severe climate like that of Minnesota. 

Growing an improved Lilac on its own root is 
a slow process. It actually takes us two years 
longer to produce a Lilac of a given grade on 
its own root than it would take to produce the 
same grade on Privet. Yet we insist on sending 
out only those Lilacs that will prove satisfactory 
so our customers can depend upon receiving only 
genuine own-root plants.

THIS IS IMPORTANT 


Many make the mistake of planting the Lilac 
too shallow. Most shrubs should be planted with 
the crown about 2 inches below the surface. 
Lilacs do much better if planted with the crown 
6 inches below the surface line as illustrated in 
the picture below. 


WHEN TO PLANT YOUR LILACS 


Lilacs can be planted with perfect safety either 
in the spring or in the fall. In the fall we begin 
to send out our plants the latter part of Septem- 
ber, continuing throughout the fall months. If 
Lilacs are planted in the spring, they should be 
planted as early in the season as possible. 


FOLLOW THESE DIRECTIONS 
CAREFULLY 


To allow the French Lilac its 
natural spread, the plants should 
be set not less than 8 feet apart. 
Dig a hole as large as a bushel 
basket. Fill back with rich top 
soil mixed with one-third part 
well-rotted cow manure if same 
is obtainable, and tramp down 
firmly until you can place the 
plants on this soil so that when 
roots are spread out naturally, 
the crown will be from 4 to 6 
inches deeper than it was in the 
nursery row. 

Work the soil carefully among 
the roots until the hole is half 
full; then tramp this down un- 
usually hard. Then fill the hole 
full of water. After this has 
settled away fill the hole with 
loose mellow soil until it is 
rounding full, then tramp light- 
ly. Keep plants well hoed. Where 
planting is done in the fall, place 
a coarse mulch 6 inches deep 
about the bushes the first winter 
to keep ground from heaving. 
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WHAT WE MEAN BY PACKING THE 
SOIL TIGHTLY ABOUT THE ROOTS 


Pack it just as hard as you can. Pack 
it as one would pack the soil about a fence 
post to make it perfectly solid.

PESTS 


Oystershell scale and the Lilac borer are about the 
only enemies of the Lilac. For oystershell scale use 
28 a spray lime-sulphur. Use liquid lime-sulphur in 
preference to dry at the rate of 1 part to 7 parts 
water. Lime-sulphur spray should be applied just 
es the buds are beginning to show green. 


The Lilac borer is best handled by prevention. If 
bushes are kept well cultivated and growing, there 
is but little borer trouble. Where the borer is at 
work, he may be taken and killed by running a 
small wire into the hole and twisting it around to 
accomplish this. One can also shoot carbon bisul- 
phide into the furrow of the borer with a medicine 
or fountain pen dropper; then plug up the entrance 
with putty. 


FERTILIZERS 


A Lilac likes a sweet soil and responds wonder- 
fully to applications of lime. Use 4 quarts of lime 
to a large bush each year if you have an acid soil. 
Otherwise lime is unnecessary. All seed houses 
usually carry lime or your County Agent may be 
able to give you this information. Any good well 
balanced fertilizer can be used with good results. 


Heavy applications of well-rotted barnyard manure 
every year covering the ground about the bushes is 
best.

Lilac Descriptions 


Many of the peculiarities of any variety of Lilac are easily described. One 
can tell at a glance whether the florets are single, semi-double, or double, or 
whether the panicles are simple or compound, long or short, loose or compact. 










But when it comes to color probably no two persons would name exactly 
alike the colors of any dozen varieties of Lilacs. 


A little explanation may help to interpret our descriptions. When we say a 
Lilac is red, we do not mean that it is scarlet; or, when we say it is blue, we 
do not mean sky-blue, as an occasional customer seems to expect. The truth is, 
the colors of all Lilacs are soft. They are made up of different proportions of 
blue and red with more or less addition of white. If the red predominates in 
the light shades, we may call the color pink or rose. If the blue prdeominates 
decidedly, we may call the color blue; but if the blue while dominant is less 
pronounced we may call it lavender or lilac or violet or mauve. 















In the dark colors, if the red predominates decidedly we may call it red, as 
with Reaumur. If the blue predominates we call it purple. Then to be more 
definite we sometimes say reddish purple or purplish red. 


It must be remembered also that, aside from the difficulty of getting an exact 
name for the normal color of a variety, this color may change somewhat with 
the season. For example, this year we had cool, cloudy, and rainy weather 
throughout the Lilac season. Consequently, the colors were all darker than 
usual. The character of the soil also sometimes changes the color slightly. 


We make our descriptions as clear as we can, but we understand how difficult 
it is for a purchaser who cannot visit a Lilac field during the blooming season 
to make his selection. However, we list only good varieties, those that should 
give much pleasure to those who plant them.

This is one of the latest to bloom of all the French Lilacs. Last year we 
had an unusually large stock of this variety and we did not sell all of them. 
They grew on this season into the finest lot of 4 to 5 and 5 to 6 ft. bushes 
that we ever saw, without any exception. Many of these bushes bloomed this 
season and all of them would have flowered in 1945 had they not been disturbed 
in digging. However, they should bloom in 1946. These thrifty, upright 
bushes are a joy to the eyes of a Lilac lover.

Why Lilacs May Fail to Bloom 


We are asked a number of times during the course of the year, ‘‘Why do my Lilacs 
fail to bloom?”” 


It is impossible to answer this question satisfactorily by letter. There are a number 
of reasons why Lilacs fail to bloom. We cannot tell which special reason is applicable 
in each individual case. We are giving a number of causes in this catalog and leaving 
you to decide which of these fit your individual problem. 


We have no difficulty here at the nursery. Our plants are loaded with flowers each 
year and if your plants are not giving satisfactory bloom, some one of the following 
causes must be responsible. 


1. Your plants may not have been handled carefully enough when you made your 
planting. The roots may have been exposed to the air and some of the vitality of the 
plant weakened. A bundle of Lilacs comes to you and this bundle is often opened up 
and the plants separated and looked over. Then they are laid out in the sun or shade 
while the holes for them are dug and the planting goes on, The plants grow but they 
received a setback from this exposure of the roots and it often takes 2 or 3 years to 
overcome this mistreatment. 


2. It may be the roots were not spread out carefully and soil packed tightly about 
them at planting time. The roots may have become jammed in a cramped and twisted 
mass in the hole, and growth stunted. In filling in the hole dry dirt may have been 
pulled in over the roots and so reduced the vitality of the plant as to check its right 
growth for several years. 


3. The young plant may be planted so close to trees or larger shrubs as to rob it 
of much of its vitality, 


4. It may be in too much shade or in dry gravelly soil. Lilacs like a rich heavy 


soil but not a wet acid soil. 


5. It may be your plants are making altogether too much growth and that such 
growth needs checking. Or they may have formed a great mass of heavy branches from 
the ground with a tremendous branchy top growth and have reached a point where 
they have stopped going forward and produce no bloom. If your plants are making a 
very rapid growth, sending out long new shoots with no bloom, go through your plants 
about the middle of June and trim out about one-half of the new growths back to the 
old wood. This will have a tendency to cause blooming buds to set on the balance of 
the new growth for the next year. If your bushes have a great many branches from the 
ground and many short top branches go through your plants in March in the north or 
earlier in the south (before the sap starts) and cut out about one-half of the old 
branches to the ground. This will cause a new growth which no doubt will bring the 
plant into heavy blooming. 


Now any of the foregoing causes might be the reason your Lilacs are not blooming. 
You are in a position to analyze your difficulty much better than we. We have no 
further information to offer.

A great deal of interest has been created of late by a line of new 
hybrid Lilacs coming to us from Canada, largely the work of Miss 
Preston of Ottawa. These hybrid Lilacs are proving very desirable here 
in Minnesota. They are hybrids of Villosa and Josikaea, and like their 
parents they all come into bloom after the French Lilacs are through 
blooming. 


We have some 15 different varieties and have found them all good. 
They are somewhat similar and we have not decided as yet which are 
the best. We like them all and their slight variations add to their in- 
terest. They all grow into large open branching bushes with large heavy 
leaves like Villosa. 


We are discarding Villosa as these hybrids are far superior. The 
panicles are plumelike and the colors all run in lavenders and pinks. 
We are not describing the different varieties as we failed to do so at 
blooming time and the similarity is so great that any one of them will 
please you. There should be three or four varieties in every large col- 
lection as they vary in their blooming dates. 


We are also offering with them the Manchurian Lilac, which every- 
one should have, and the well known older hybrid Henri Lutece. 


ALICE. One of the famous new Prestoniae hybrids that are now causing 
such a stir in the Lilac world. A first cross between the Lilacs Vil- 
losa X Reflexa. This Lilac carries the good bush habit of its Villosa 
parent with much the beautiful color of Reflexa. 


CONSTANCE. Another splendid new hybrid Lilac that we have bloomed 
here for several years and which we like very much. Grows into a 
large bush with large, very striking foliage. Bush literally covered 
with large plumy panicles of a rose-pink color running into light 


purple. 


HENRI LUTECE. S. A hybrid between S. Villosa and S. Josikaea, with 
a round, shapely bush about midway in size between the two parents. 
The blooms are large, open, plumelike in appearance, held erect and 
of beautiful light violet in color. Has the heavy foliage of Josikaea. 
A fine ornamental shrub coming into bloom about a week after the 
French Lilac. This variety deserves a place in all Lilac plantings. One 
who has never seen one of these hybrid Lilacs cannot imagine how 
beautiful they are and how different from other Lilacs. 


LUCETTA. A hybrid between Vulgaris and Villosa. The bush resembles 
Villosa but is a trifle more open in growth with cleaner foliage. It 
is a real addition to our list of shrubs. The blooms come in long 
racemes held erect at first and then gracefully drooping as the petals 
open. The flowers are a bright pink in bud, opening to a rich cream 
in the center which makes a very striking and beautiful contrast with 
the deep pink on the reverse. 


MANCHURIAN LILAC. Here is a Lilac that pleases us very much. 
This Lilac came to us a number of years ago under this name and it 
may not be correct. It isa very slender, upright growing bush. When 
the bush is 5 feet tall it is not more than a foot through the branches. 
Our oldest bush, about 10 years old, is 3 feet in diameter and 9 feet 
tall. It blooms about 10 days after the French Lilac is gone and just 
before the Tree Lilac or Japonica. The flowers are similar to those of 
Japonica but somewhat smaller and do not show the creamy color, 
being a pure white. Don’t miss this one. 


REGAN. Not quite as open growing a bush as Lucetta, but otherwise 
somewhat similar. Bloom is longer, open branching and very feathery 
and graceful. Comes into bloom a day or two later. A deep pink to 
purple.

Each season we go through a field of blooming Chrysanthemums and select for our spring sales what we consider the very 
best out of hundreds of varieties. We have discarded many of the older kinds that have been replaced by newer and better 
ones. This spring our list includes the 12 best of the Chicago strain, the top 10 from the Minnesota varieties, 6 of the very 
finest English varieties, as well as many brought out by Mr. Cummings, and the U. S. Department of Agriculture. There isn’t 
an inferior variety in our list and we feel sure that you will be more than satisfied with any variety you choose. 

Do not order Mums after June 1st. You should name others you would be willing to take as substitutes if your order is 


sent in after May Ist. 


We ask all of our customers ordering Mums to tell us in their order 
about when it is safe to plant in their locality and when they would 
like shipment made. 


Remember our Mums are greenhouse-grown (all good Mums are) 
and have to be in the open ground at least a week before they are 
hardened enough to stand a frost. 


NEW ENGLISH VARIETIES 


For a number of seasons we have had inquiries for the English varie- 
ties. Since they cannot be depended upon to bloom in the garden in 
our locality, we have not listed them. 

However, in some sections where the fall season is short, they can 
be potted and taken indoors just before the first frost. If you are willing 
to go to this trouble, you will be well repaid. The flowers are much 
larger than other varieties we offer and the coloring is most pleasing. 

In localities where the fall season is longer than we have in Minne- 
sota, these English varieties should perform nicely in the garden. 
COPPELIA is early enough to bloom outside in Minnesota. 

This spring we are offering what we consider the best in each color 
class. A few are as good, but none better. 


We regret that we have no color plates available to do them justice.

SHALL WE SUBSTITUTE 


If we have good luck in propagating all varieties, all early orders can be 
filled without making any substitutions. But if we have permission to substitute, 
even though it does not become necessary, orders can be filled with greater 


promptness and without further correspondence. Always in substituting, we 
keep the colors the same and the value the same or even better. However, we 
keep in mind there are varieties for which there is no substitution. For example, 
we would not substitute Purple Star for Chippewa. But if Chippewa were sent 
for Purple Star you would have a Mum of the same fine color and a much 
larger flower. Be sure to give us this information, especially on orders where 
shipment cannot be made early in the season. 





CHRYSANTHEMUM 
SUGGESTIONS 


In our list of 54 Mums we are offering this spring, no two are alike. 
They may be the same color, but they will vary in form, size, and season 
of blooming. If you order any of our collections, you will be sure to 
get a variety of colors. 


In ordering Mums, kindly bear in mind they should not be planted 
in the garden until all danger of frost is over. If you will state in your 
order what is likely to be a favorable time for planting in your locality, 
we will be guided accordingly in making shipment to you. However, 
we must begin to send out our southern orders as early as possible, and 
if you should be caught by a late unexpected frost, it will be necessary 
to cover your plants until the danger passes. 


If you wish bushy plants literally loaded with bloom, three things 
are absolutely essential. 


First: You must keep your plants well cultivated. Use a hoe. Nothing 
is better for this purpose than our All-Purpose Hoe. Stir the ground 
at least once a week and you will have wonderful Mums. 


Second: To have sturdy well-branched plants, the terminal shoots 
should be pinched back about twice during the season. Remove about 
one-half inch of the tip of the main shoots. The last pinching should 
be done between July 15th and August 1st. This pinching is a painful 
operation for most people but it is essential if you desire strong, sturdy 
plants. 


Third: Chrysanthemums respond wonderfully to applications of fer- 
tilizer. Well-rotted barnyard manure spread over the ground between 
plants and about 2 inches from the main stem is splendid. There are 
a number of good commercial fertilizers. Vigoro is one. Make a trench 
about 2 inches from the plant and 1 inch deep. Scatter a heaping tea- 
spoonful of Vigoro in the trench and cover with soil. Then take the 
nozzle from the hose and let the water run slowly over the ground until

Plant potted rather than field-grown clumps. They will give better 
satisfaction. Plant in a sunny location in rich well-drained soil. Do not 
plant too early. Even hardy Mums must be protected from an early frost. 
Water well during a dry spell. When watering take off the nozzle on 
the hose and let the water run slowly until the ground is saturated. 


Cultivate the plants well. The soil should be stirred thoroughly at least 
once each week if you expect large thrifty plants covered with bloom 
in the fall. Pinch the branches back twice after planting to make 
sturdier plants with more bloom. Divide plants every two years. Mulch 
with straw over winter; do not use leaves as they may smother out your 
plants. Space plants from 18 to 24 inches apart. Always expect some 
casualties; few plantings turn out 100 per cent.

I have seen it many times when the trees 
were covered with their delicate bloom. 

But these Japanese Cherries are not hardy in Minnesota and through- 
out the Northwest. However, a fine line of Flowering Crabs has now 
been introduced and in comparing a planting of Flowering Crabs when 
in full bloom and one of Flowering Cherries, I should say that they 
are equal in beauty. But in hardiness, the Flowering Crabs are superior. 
We have sent them all over the United States and have had excellent 
reports from as far west as the State of Washington, as far south as 
Georgia, as far north as Winnipeg, Canada, and east to the New Eng- 
land States. 


The Flowering Crabs are not only beautiful when in bloom, but 
many varieties produce fruit. The fruit from some varieties is excellent

If you wish 
merely a tall screen, put 
your plants in from 4 to 
6 feet apart. 








PERSIAN LILACS 


The above illustration is a picture of our Persian Hedge 
growing in its natural form on our nursery grounds. You will 
note that the hedge is literally covered with bloom from the 
ground up and it is truly a wonderful sight to see. People drive 
here for miles around just to see this hedge when it is in bloom 
the latter part of May. 


In good soil the Persian Lilac attains a height of about 12 
feet and a spread of the same. In poorer soils it grows from 
8 to 10 feet. 


By careful trimming it can be kept down to from 6 to 7 feet 
and still bloom well. Trimming should be done right after the 
blooming season is over. 


The plants are absolutely hardy and we believe that such 
a hedge would outlive the person who planted it. 





The Persian Lilac grown as a hedge 
also makes a wonderful windbreak for city 
lots in the colder, windier sections of the country. 
It will make the growing of the more tender perennials 
and shrubs much easier and moves the possibility of growing 
such things from 100 to 200 miles further north than they 
otherwise could be grown. 


After our 78 years in the nursery business here in’ Minne- 
sota, we readily recommend it as the best farm windbreak, 
as it will outlive an evergreen windbreak two to one. 


We have the Persian Lilac growing in four distinct colors: 
White, with a little trace of lavender; light pink; medium rose- 
pink; and deep rose-pink. We have only a limited quantity 
of the white and could not place many in any given order. 


If one is planting as many as 30 or more, a combination of 
all four shades would look well, but if the planting is small, 
fewer shades should be used. 


We have large quantities in light pink and medium pink, 
but our supply of the white and deep rose-pink is quite limited 
and these two shades will be sold only in combination with 
the other two in a mixture made up by us in which we will 
use the four shades as our supply from time to time permits. 


However, if you are planting a small row and do not care 
for all shades, we can supply either the light pink or medium 
pink, or a combination of the two.
